Millage issue 
crucial factor 


It’s sooo 
scaarry! 
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in Nov. 5 election

Voters will head to the polls next Tuesday, Nov. 5 with some 
crucial issues at stake. 

In addition to chosing from among 14 council candidates to fill 
seven seats and two candidates for the office of treasurer, slated 
for the ballot are three millage proposals upon which the fate of 
Romulus’ public safety department depends. 

Up for public approval are: Proposal I, a one mill for fire 
operations, Proposal II, three mills for police operations and 
Proposal III, a temporary two mills for five years for the con¬ 
struction of a new public safety building. 

According to figures released throughout the millage cam¬ 
paign, passage of all six mills would mean an additional average 
annual increase in taxes of $105 to be used only for police and fire 
protection. 

The millage proposals, the first ever to be called for by the 
council, is the result of the elimination of $164,000 in federal 
revenue sharing funds. 


Up for public approval are: Proposal I, one 
mill for fire operations, Proposal II, three 
mills for police operations and Proposal III, a 
temporary two mills for five years for the 
construction of a new public safety building. 


Ninety percent of the revenue sharing funds went toward oper¬ 
ation of the police and fire departments, according to Mayor 
McAnally. Proposals I and II represent the amount necessary to 
make up the difference of the loss of the federal money. 

After a dismal turnout a four public meeting designed to com¬ 
municate the need for the six proposed mills, city officials are 
hoping to gain support from “the very people who will get out and 
vote,” Dennis Davidson, the community relations director said. 

“I don’t think there’s going to be a high voter turnout but we’re 
looking for those people who showed support throughout our cam¬ 
paign to turn up at the polls,” he theorized. 

In addition to the city-wide campaign to solicit support for the 
millages, Davidson said he was communicating with the police 
union about distribution of millage leaflets at the polls Tuesday. 

“It would be our last attempt to convince the public of the need 
for these proposals,” he said. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally is equally pragmatic about the suc¬ 
cess of the millage meetings, saying that the entire proposal 
package was one of “bad timing”. 

“I had hoped to have the luxury of more time to take this to the 
people so that they could make informed decisions,” she said, 
“we’ve done our best to support it but I think we didn’t have the 
time to communicate the need for the millages.” 

The city council agreed in August to place the proposals on the 
Nov. 5 ballot rather than postpone the decision. 

As a result, some city officials have suggested that there was 
not enough time or examination of the facts to effectively present 
the proposals to the community. 

As a result, Councilman Barry Baumann concluded that the 
proposals “would fail miserably”. 

Baumann was the only council member to vote against place¬ 
ment of the proposals on the ballot. 

The most hotly-debated proposal has been whether construc¬ 
tion of a new police facility is needed. 

According to Insp. John Lewis, the city is currently renting 
their present building from the school district on a yearly basis. 

Housed in vacant elementary school, fire and police officers 
currently maintain operations in a building once declared unfit 
for school children. 

The site of the proposed construction of the $2.5 million police 
facility is five acres of land near city hall. 

If the millages fail, Mayor McAnally warned at the meetings, 
budget cuts in other service areas would he necessary to maintain 
the police and fire departments. 

McAnally said she was considering several options if the prop¬ 
osals fail but declined to be specific.

Khoury remains on police payrol

A group of citizens Monday 
night called for the removal of 
a Romulus police officer from 
the city payroll pending his 
aquittal or conviction in circuit 
court for the June death of a 
resident. 

Shortly afterward, the coun¬ 
cil chambers were closed for 
an executive session to discuss 
the matter and in a motion by 
Fred Junior Block, supported 
by Barry Baumann, the council 
decided to continue pay for 
Khoury until Jan. 7, 1986. 

At that time, based upon a 
physician’s approval, he would 
be returned to work in an un¬ 
armed capacity. 

The new agreement will con¬ 
tinue until a court decision is 
rendered. 

Khoury has been receiving 
an average 40-hour work week 
pay of $321.49 since the June in¬ 
cident, according to the check 
register in the Treasurer’s 
Office. 

The group, named Con¬ 
cerned Citizens for Justice, 
asked the city council to discon¬ 
tinue pay to Officer James 
Khoury, who was charged in 
September with manslaughter 
in the death of James 
Hester,25. 

“We...request...that the 
elected officials cease and de¬ 
sist from using our tax dollars 
to pay the salary of Police 

Officer Jim Khoury.” Debra 

Street told the council. 

Street, along with Dorothy 
Weekly, helped spearhead the 
campaign to remove Khoury 
from the police payroll. 

She presented the council 
with a petition signed by 349 re¬ 
sidents and asked that mem¬ 
bers reveal how they voted in 
the Khoury pay issue. 

Street was met with silence 
by most council members who 
were uncertain about the legal 
ramifications of discussing a 
personnel matter in public.

Elected officials receive raises

Romulus elected city offi¬ 
cials will experience a pay in¬ 
crease ranging from 15.7 per¬ 
cent to 22.8 percent beginning 
at the swearing in of the new 
administration Nov. 12. 

Based upon recommenda¬ 
tions by the Romulus Officers 
Compensation Commission at 
meetings in August and 
September, the offices of the 
mayor, city clerk and treasur¬ 
er will receive the first pay in¬ 
crease since the last election in 
1983. 

The positions of council 
member and mayor pro tern 


last received an increase of 
$600 in 1977. 

The commission meets every 
two years to determine what 
rate increases, if any, will be 
applied to elected officials pay. 

The commission cannot low¬ 
er the pay scale of any elected 
official while that person is still 
in office, according to the 
clerk’s office. 

According to the pay scale 
recommended by the commis¬ 
sion, the mayor will receive a 
pay increase of $4,353. Current¬ 
ly, Mayor Beverly McAnally 
receives a salary of $27,647. 

The increase represents a 
15.7 percent raise. 

The city clerk will gross an 


extra $5,020, a 22.8 percent in¬ 
crease in her present salary of 
$21,980. After the increase, that 
position will gross $27,000 
annually. 

The treasuier will receive an 
increase identical to that of the 
clei'k. 

A $900 increase for council 
members, from $3,600 to $4,500, 
represents at 25 percent raise 
for those offices while the posi¬ 
tion of mayor pro tern will 
gi-oss a 21.95 percent increase. 

The position of mayor pro 
tern grosses $4,100 annually 
and will rise to $5,000 as a x'esult 
of the recommendations by the 
commission. 


stake here,” responded the city 
attorney, Barry Seifman.

Polite Chief Donald Flood 
said in June that it was depart¬ 
ment policy to suspend with 
pay any officer involved in an 
ci'iminal investigation. 

The city council, in June, 
agreed to continue payment to 
Khoury until a preliminary 
hearing was held. 

Khoury’s preliminary ex¬ 
amination was held on Aug. 27 
and Sept. 12 after which he was 


bound over to circuit court on 
charges of manslaughter and 
felony firearm. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp¬ 
berry told the audience that the 
council had failed to address 
the pay issue after the exam 
ruling yet still authoi’ized pay¬ 
ment Oct. 14. 

“What (the group) is asking 
you is whether you re sun 
paying him,” Raspberry told 
his fellow council members. 

Mayor Pro Tern Mai'y Ann 
Banks affirmed that Khoury 
was currently on the city’s 
payroll.

Toxic landfill operator sues 
Huron for 1983-84 millage

A Detroit-based solid waste 
landfill operator has filed suit 
in circuit court asking that all 
monies collected from a mil¬ 
lage designed to fight the com¬ 
pany’s proposed toxic landfill 
be returned. 

Environmental Manage¬ 
ment Systems, shortly after 
losing a legal battle with the 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources, filed suit with Judge 
James Kallman of the Ingham 
Circuit Court questioning 
whether a special millage 
levied against Huron Township 
l'esidents was legal. 

The two-year millage, pas¬ 
sed by vote of township l'esi¬ 
dents in 1983 and collected with 
the Winter taxes in 1983 and 
1984, was used to organize 
citizen x'esistance to a proposed 
EMS facility on a 300 acre site 
on the northeast corner of the 
intersection of 1-275 and Will 
Cai'leton Road in Huron. 

Accoi'ding to township clerk, 
Vicki Lyons, the millage netted 
$380,000 of which “not a large 
amount has been expended.” 

The Huron Valley Citizen 
Association was established at 
that time to rally support for 
denial of the toxic landfill and 
has l'emained active. 

Bob Ufer, attorney for EMS, 
said Monday that the lawsuit 
involves the issue of whether 
the millage passed is in direct 
conflict with Public Act 64, a 
law preempting public regula¬ 
tion of a toxic waste facility. 

Accoi'ding to Ufer, that au¬ 
thority “rests with the state 
and federal governments and 
not with the township.” 

“It is our position it’s not a 
proper millage,” he added. 

In addition, Ufer said, at the 
time the millage was levied, 
EMS had an option agreement 


on the land proposed for the 
construction of the landfill and 
in effect, “paid taxes” toward 

a measure designed to “fight 
against itself.” 

“As far as I know, they have 
not paid taxes and their names 
ai'e not down on our tax roles,” 


Lyons explained. “Prior to this 
year, when we saw a name 
change on one parcel of land. 
EMS did not pay taxes.”

P’Arcy crosses country

“Hello. My name is Ann 
D’Arcy and I have been calling 
folks all across the state of 
Iowa making sleeping arrange¬ 
ments for my husband De¬ 
nnis...” 

When most people take trips, 
they have a travel agent handle 
the specifics...transportation, 
accommodations, sightseeing 
and whatever else that needs to 
be done. But then the trip De¬ 
nnis D’Arcy took this summer 
wasn’t what you would call run 
of the mill. 

The 55-year-old Wayne resi¬ 
dent, fondly known as “Mr. D” 
by the employees and mem¬ 
bers of the Wayne-Westland 
Federal Credit Union, disco¬ 
vered the world of cycling, 
thanks to former credit union 
board member James Swin- 


a moment of insanity” plunked 
down $15 to ride in the Des 
Moines Register’s 13th annual 
Ragbrai, a 541-mile, seven-day, 
trek across northern Iowa this 
summer. 

Swinford managed to get 
D’Arcy excited about cycling 
and after some prodding, got 
him to enter the YMCA’s Camp 
Storer cloverleaf marathon in 
1984. 

D’Arcy bought a 15-speed 
bicycle and set up a training* 
program for the ride to get 
accustomed to the bike’s saddle, 
but not soon enough for the fun¬ 
draising race. He completed 
only 30 miles of the 100-mile 
marathon. 

At the time of the marathon 
he weighed 276 pounds and had 
every intention of continuing 
his bicycling. He didn’t...at 
least until his wife read about 


In April, when he knew he 
was going to do it, he began a 
program of dieting and riding 
to get ready for the trip. He 
rode as many as five days a 
week, some days as far as 50 
miles. By the time he was 
ready for the trip to Hawardeni 
in the northwest corner of Iowa 
he was down to 235 pounds and 
in shape to pedal his way 
across Iowa on a new 10-speed. 
Making the trip with him was 
Donald Felt, a mail carrier at 
the Wayne Post Office. 

According to D’Arcy, the 
ride basically is to sell the cyc¬ 
lists on Iowa. Riders weren’t 
allowed to start the ride before 
sunrise and had to complete the 
day’s trek by sundown. 

The Ragbria is a big event in 
Iowa; tbwns compete to have 

the trip past through their en¬ 
viron. And when a town earns 
that honor, it literally rolls out 
the red carpet for the cyclists 
According to D’Arcy, civic 


in which D’Arcy is active. She con¬ 
tacted Chambers of Commerce 
for suggestions and was able to 
come up with lodging for six of 
the eight nights. 

To smooth out introductions 
in each town, she came up with 
a letter of introduction that pro¬ 
vided his “adopted” families 
with a history from the day he 
was born. “Dennis was bom 
and raised in the Detroit area. 
He was born on ‘Black Tues¬ 
day’, Oct. 29. (the day the stock 
market fell). He says it was 
years before he realized that it 
was the stock market his pa¬ 
rents were referring to and not 
his birth.” 

D’Arcy didn’t anticipate the 
reception he got in each town. 
In some homes he was pro¬ 
vided with the master bed¬ 
room, and almost all made cer¬ 
tain he had everything he 
needed to freshen up and get 
ready for the day’s ride.

groups would sponsor reason¬ 
ably priced dinners for the en¬ 
tourage. Another group would 
be up bright and early to pro¬ 
vide a breakfast sendoff. 

According to D’Arcy, towns 
people would turn out to greet 
the riders as they came into 
town at night. Along the route 
during the day, youngsters 
would line the roads, hoses 
ready to cool off the passing 
riders. And if you didn’t eat 
breakfast in town, he ex¬ 
plained, you could count on 
finding a food stand set up 10 to 
15 miles down the road. 

Many of the rides camped in 
each of the towns, but many 
like D’Arcy found accommoda¬ 
tions with families, who gladly 
opened their homes to the visi¬ 
tors. Dennis’ wife Anne hap¬ 
pened on the idea of him 
staying with families in each 
town, either Rotarians or Am- 
way distributors, two groups 


The toughest part of the ride 
came between Humboldt 
and Mason City, when the rid¬ 
ers traversed 97 miles in just 
one day’s time. He figures that 
by the time he got to his guest 
house that night he had ex¬ 
ceeded 100 miles —counting an 
extra six miles to retrieve his 
night bag at the staging area be¬ 
fore riding back to the house. 

D’Arcy admits that he’d 
make the ride again-“I’d leave 
today”~and that again “in a 
moment of insanity” had signed 
up for next year’s ride. But, he 
says, he will do it differently. He 
will take a smaller camera, 
leave his tent at home and pack 
fewer clothes. 

D’Arcy’s travelling adven¬ 
tures didn’t end with the Rag¬ 
brai. Within three weeks he 
was on his way to California, 
this time on a motorcycle. 

The D’Arcys’ 17-year-old son 
Harry had decided to complete 


his senior year of high school 
with an aunt in California, butt 

he didn’t want to leave his new 
Honda Nighthawk motorcycle 
at home. Not wanting him to 
make the trip alone, D’Arcy de¬ 
cided to accompany him on his 
son’s 750 Honda. 

The trip almost didn’t get off 
the ground. Just a few miles 
from home D’Arcy’s motorcy¬ 
cle snapped a chain and crack¬ 
ed the engine housing. Un¬ 
daunted, D’Arcy bought a simi¬ 
lar motorcycle from a neighbor 
and by 2 p.m. that afternoon 
they were on their way to the 
West Coast. 

“From here to Colorado the 
land is flat, but once you get 
past the ‘Welcome to Colorado’ 
sign the road started going 
up,’’ he explained. “After 
going through Colorado and 
Utah on a motorcycle, I can 
understand what the kids mean 
when they say awesome. 

“Harry had never seen any¬ 
thing like it. It was such an ex¬ 
perience for him and to share it 
with his father...” 


They ran into thunder¬ 
storms, took in the casinos at 
Las Vegas, were awed by 
Bryce Canyon and crossed the 
dessert in temperatures in ex¬ 
cess of 100 degrees.

facility in January 1984 and 
was subsequently rejected by 
the DNR because the applica¬ 
tion was “administratively in¬ 
complete.” 

A second application was 
sent to the DNR in July 1985 and 
because of a copyright provi¬ 
sion in the application that pre¬ 
vented the department from 
dissimenating information to 
the public, it was again re¬ 
jected. 

A lawsuit was filed Sept. 9 
against the department by 
EMS asking that Judge Kail- 
man place a restraining older 
requiring the DNR to reinsti¬ 
tute its review of the applica¬ 
tion submitted in July. 

The injunction was removed 
Oct. 16 with the court finding no 
proper basis for EMS claims. 

According to LaBelle, the 
court found that the “DNR 
(had) acted neither unreason¬ 
ably or unlawfully in its treat¬ 
ment of (EMS). 

“Indeed,” the ruling read, 

“it appears that the plaintiff’s 
own actions have caused its dif¬ 
ficulty.” 

In essence, LaBelle said, the 
court found that EMS had 
“failed to comply with DNR re¬ 
quirements.”

I am not at all satisfied with 
Barden. I did not vote for 
the awarding of the franch¬ 
ise in 1982 to Barden and I 
still believe the city made a 
bad mistake. I believe the 
company has put our city 
on the back burner while it 
attempted to secure the 
Detroit contract. 


2. What are your feelings on the three 
millage proposals slated for the Nov. 5 
General Election? 


If we are to continue the 

level of service we now 
have, we simply have to 
have more money. I had 
hopes of having the luxury 
of time to present this prop¬ 
erly to the people. As it is, 
we’ve done our best to 
communicate the need to 
the people for the millages. 


The citizens and taxpayers 
will make the final decision. 


I know there is a need for all 
three proposals but I think 
the city is asking for too 
much at one time. I think it 
would have been better to 
go for one or two proposals 
first and then in a couple 
year, go for a new building.

The millages will be neces¬ 
sary to continue to operate

think the zoning map 

speaks more eloquently to 
this issue. The majority of 
vacant property was zoned 
for industrial regional cen¬ 
ter and commercial and 
has to do with damage 
done to the city with air¬ 
craft, expressways and rail¬ 
roads. In my opinion, it’s 
only sensible that you pur¬ 
sue the realization of the 
Master Plan. There are 
some areas that I think 
would be excellent for fine 
housing and I'm looking for¬ 
ward for the opportunity to 
provide living settings for 
the people. 


Unless changes are made 

in the Master (Plan) and 
zoning code, the (growth of 
industry) will not disturb our 
residential community 


There are some areas of 

Romulus that can not be 
used for anything other 
than industrial (develop¬ 
ment), such as near the air¬ 
port. I think we should let 
new industry come in-on 
the other hand we must 
protect our residential 
areas.

Both Lyons and the 
township’s attorney, Debra 
LaBelle, agreed that if EMS 
had used this technique, it 
would be difficult to determine 
if the company paid taxes in 
1983 and 1984. 

“I’m not aware of what diffe¬ 
rent corporate entities, at this 
time, that EMS has purchased 
property through,” LaBelle 
said. “We will probably find 
that out.” 

LaBelle said the township, in 
a counter claim against 
EMSlast week, was seeking to 
show that the company “failed 
to state a legitimate claim and 
was not entitled to relief be¬ 
cause there is no real basis in 
law for the relief they are 
seeking.” 

In addition, she said, the 
township denied allegations set 
forth by EMS that it acted im¬ 
properly in levying the taxes. 

“We are trying to show that 
(EMS) cannot tell the township 
what to do with their tax dol¬ 
lars,” LaBelle explained. “A 
lot of people pay taxes at the 
federal, state and local levels 
and some of that money goes 
towards things we may not all 
be happy about.” 

The counterclaim further 
states that the company is 
attempting to improperly lo¬ 
cate the landfill in a flood plain. 

Public Act 64 stipulates that 
a landfill cannot be located on a 
flood plain, as is currently the 
status of the land proposed for 
the toxic site. 

EMS had previously applied 
for relocation of the Duffin and 
Winnie Drain which surrounds 
the perimeter of the site. 

A public hearing Oct. 22 wa£ 
designed to solicit comments 
about the relocation. The 
drain, situated on the flood 
plain, has to be moved before 
an Act 64 can be issued. 

Public Act 64 is a hazardous 
waste construciton permit. 

“The suit didn’t surprise us-- 
in fact, it wouldn’t surprise us if 
we got more suits,” Lyons said. 
“It’s a bizarre case.”

Noah (Pete) Bergeron should be given a 
fourth term as council member because his 
experience as a financial advisor contri¬ 
butes depth to the council’s discussions of 
fiscal matters. 

As a financial planner, Bergeron’s ability 
to interpret what others on the council often 
cannot immediately comprehend has 
proved invaluable. 

William J. Wadsworth, another incumbent, 
wins our approval for a second term. 

As a sergeant with the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department, Wadsworth brings to 
the council a grasp of things from the air¬ 
port’s point-of-view, sometimes a much- 
needed perspective for council members 
and citizens. 

Though we often hesitate to endorse indi¬ 
viduals who have little experience for the 
office that they seek, we would make one 
exception in selecting Melvin Zilka. 

As an articulate spokesperson for the 
citizenry, Zilka has continually demons¬ 
trated his concern by his attendance at coun¬ 
cil meetings, and, during these past months, 
at his attendance during the city-sponsored 
millage meetings.

We passed the president’s home, dorms, 
the museum and various structures which 
make the MSU campus the elegant blend of 
the old and new that it is. The Wharton Cen¬ 
ter, named after past university president 
Clifton Wharton and his wife, Dolores, was- 
completed in 1982, so we were told. 

Inside we were served lunch and addres¬ 
sed by new MSU president John DiBiaggio, a 
man obviously proud of his Italian ancestry. 
DiBiaggio, is an articulate and Charismatic 
spokesman who charmed his audience with 
stories, anecdotes, and impressive facts. As 
an example, I did not know that MSU has 
produced two Rhodes scholars in the last 
year alone.

Romulus officials 

To the Editor: 

It was with a mixture of iro¬ 
nic amusement and bewilder¬ 
ment that I read Dave Willett’s 
4 ‘Flying Solo” column in the 
Pet. 23 issue of Associated 
Newspapers. It was nothing in¬ 
trinsic to Dave’s fine column 
that amazed me, but rather the 
mention of a matter I had quite 
a bit to do with and the the way 
it was mentioned. 

According to the column, 
Dave Willett was questioned by 
members of the Romulus 
Chamber of Commerce (read: 
‘‘important people in the com¬ 
munity”) about “sitting” on a 
story last year to cooperate 
with members of the Michigan 
State Police. 

The story in question had to 
do with the arrest of 31 men, 12 
of them in the education field, 
for allegedly making homosex¬ 
ual “come-ons” to undercover 
officers. 

I was the author of that story, 
a story which was broken in 
Associated Newspapers, and 
within 24-hours I had been con¬ 
tacted at the office by three loc¬ 
al television stations and one 
(or was it both?) Detroit dailies, 
playing what is called in news 
circles “catch-up.” 

It was a story that had taken 
nearly two weeks of investiga¬ 
tive reporting on my part. The 
story was not printed before it 
was, simply because until that 
point in time, as Willett points 
out, my facts had yet to be con¬ 
firmed. For the record, the 


other news media that used the 

story as their lead story for 
three consecutive nights 
seemed to have a different - 
and wrong - story each time. 
Why? Because they lacked the 
time to check the facts and, in 
my opinion, were rushed. 

“Weeklies” aren’t supposed 
to break major stories; the 
television newscasters and 
“Daily” writers needed a new 
angle. They took my story and 
changed a few things around 
(in my opinion). Two of the 
three television newscasts had 
the courtesy to give the paper 
credit by flashing the front 
page of the Romulus Roman 
onscreen for a moment. The 
other informed us, after asking 
where we got our informaiton 
and all, that no, they could not 
give us any credit. They been 
working on the same story for 
three weeks. 

Right. . . 

But I digress. What promp¬ 
ted me to write this letter was 
the obvious hypocritical people 
that had the gall to even ask 
such a question. 

Following the story - for 
which I and ANP won an honor¬ 
able mention award from the 
Michigan Press Association - 
there were numerous bullet 
holes in the doors and windows 
of the office. I received “anony¬ 
mous” hate letters, my favo¬ 
rite of which was signed “Drop 
dead, sir.” 

More obvious still was the 
tone of certain high ranking 
members of the City of Romu¬ 
lus.

School aid

!w The House Education Com¬ 
mittee has reported out legisla¬ 
tion designed to safeguard 
against a loss of state aid to dis¬ 
tricts where school openings 
were delayed because of con¬ 
tract disputes, according to its 
chairman William R. Keith (D- 
Garden City). 

Keith, who sponsored the me¬ 
asure, emphasized that 
“schoolchildren who have 
already been incovenienced by 
delayed school openings should 
not be further penalized by a 
loss of anticipated funding and 
resulting program reductions. 

“Normally,’’ Keith ex¬ 
plained, “it takes two or three 
weeks after school opens for a 
district to get its enrollment 
totally completed and thus 
qualify for its full share of state 
aid. 

“The Legislature certainly 
has no wish to take any action 
that would serve to encourage 
prolonged contract disputes,” 
he stated.

Persimmons and Pumpkins 
It must be fall 


I can remember when pump-' 
kins were big orange balls that, 
had a couple of eyes, a triangu¬ 
lar nose and a toothy grin that 
stretched from ear to ear. We 
spread out newspapers on the 
basement floor, cut a large 
circular hole in the top and 
Yuck! -started the “scoop¬ 
ing” of the seeds that never 
tasted the same when mom 
baked ’em as when they’re 
purchased from the store in 10 
cent packages. (Am I giving 
away my age here?) 

After we were covered with 
“pumpkin guts” to our elbows, 
we carefully pre-traced the fa¬ 
cial design we wanted. For 
some odd reason, my pumpkin 
eyes were always a little 
crooked and most of the teeth 
broke as we tried to “push out” 
the cut form. 

We could never understand 
why the dome lid always 
shrunk after being scorched 
with a candle. Speaking of the 
candle, can you remember a 
special ride to the five-and- 
dime just to get a small votive- 
type candle? Needless to say, 
many years passed before I 
realized that there was more to 
pumpkins than just jack-o- 
lanterns. 

The first time we bit into a 
persimmon, we thought our 
mouths would freeze into an 
eternal pucker. Why did a fruit 
that looked so ripe taste so 
bitter? 


Ah-ha! Persimmons would 
be one of those tricky foods, 
like spinach, that all grown-ups 
would use to torture children 
into eating. Many times, I had 
to skip dessert because I did not 
finish my “C-ration” of alloted 
fruit or vegetable. I really 
could have cared less about 
how much better I did my 
eyesight would get. 

Now, of course, these two au¬ 
tumn favorites have a perma¬ 
nent place in my cooking reper¬ 
toire. Variety is my key. Pump¬ 
kins turn into hearty “stick-to- 
your-ribs” soup and a creamy 
smooth casserole with walnuts, 
persimmons make great jams, 
jellies and great breads and 
cookie-bars. 

The persimmon season is 
realitively short, but since the 
puree freezes beautifully, it is 
possible to cook with persim¬ 
mons all year round. Simply 
cut the fruit in half, scoop out 
the pulp, remove seeds (if any) 
and mash by hand or use a pro¬ 
cessor. Three persimmons will 
yield about 1 cup of puree. Be 
sure the fruit is very ripe. It 
should be almost red and fairly 
soft. 

Pumpkins are available for a 
considerably longer period; 
anyone who has tried the fresh 
pumpkin puree knows that it 
has a flavor all its own. Howev¬ 
er, if you find yourself short on 
time, canned pumpkin is accept- 
bale - BUT ONLY IN THE 


CASE OF A REAL

Pumpkins and persimmons 
are as much a part of autumn 
as falling leaves and frosty 
mornings, and I’m sure these 
recipes will help you welcome 
the season with style! 

PUMPKIN CHEESECAKE 
(serves 10-12) 

Crust: 

1 1/3 cups gingersnaps, 
crushed into crumbs 

1/4 cup (1/2 stick) butter or 
margarine 

Filling: 

2 - 8 oz. packages cream 
cheese, room temp 

2 cups pumpkin puree 

3/4 cup firmly packed brown 

sugar 

2 teaspoons cornstarch 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/2 teaspoon ground cloves 
1/2 teaspoon fresh grated 
nutmeg 

1/2 teaspoon ground ginger 
4 eggs 

Crust: 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
Blend crumbs with melted but¬ 
ter and press into a 9-inch 
springform pan. Bake 10 mi¬ 
nutes. Cool before filling. 
Filling: 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
Combine all ingredients in pro¬ 
cessor or mixer, mix until 
smooth or creamy. Pour into a 


prepared crust, bake for 50-55 
minutes. Cool, chill at least 4 
hours before serving. 

SOUR CREAM PUMPKIN PIE 
1/4 cup sugar 
1/2 teaspoon ginger 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
11/2 cups pumpkin puree 
1 cup sour cream 
1/2 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/4 teaspoon nutmeg 
1/8 teaspoon ground cloves 
3 egg yolks, room temp 
3 egg whites, room temp 
1 partially baked 9-inch pie 
crust 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
Mix 1/4 cup sugar, cinnamon, 
ginger, nutmeg, salt and 
cloves in top of double boiler. 
Blend in pumpkin puree, egg 
yolks and sour cream. Stir over 
simmering water until thick, 
about 15 minutes. Beat egg 
whites with a dash of cream of 
tartar until soft peaks form. 
Gradually beat in 1/2 cup of 
sugar until whites are stiff but 
not dry. Fold into pumpkin 
mixture. Turn into pie shell. 


Bake until top is brown, about 
45 minutes. Cool completely. 

PERSIMMON BARS 
(Makes 30, 3 x 1 inch bars) 

1 cup fresh persimmon puree 
(3 persimmons) 

11/2 teaspoon lemon juice 
1 teaspoon baking soda 

i egg 

1 cup sugar 

1 cup pitted dates, chopped 
fine 

1/2 cup oil 
1 3/4 cups flour 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon nutmeg 
1/4 teaspoon ground cloves 
1 cup chopped walnuts 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
Butter and lightly flour a 10 x 
15 inch jelly roll pan. Blend 
persimmon puree with lemon 
juice and baking soda. Beat 
egg in a separate bowl. Stir in 
sugar, dates and oil. Sift 
together flour and spices into 
date mixture alternating mix¬ 
ing with persimmon puree. Do 
not overmix. Stir in nuts. 
Spread evenly into prepared 
pan. Bake until lightly 
browned, about 25 minutes. 


Dust with sugar. Cool com¬ 
pletely. Cut into bars. 

PERSIMMON RAISIN BREAD 
(Makes 1 loaf) 

1 cup fresh persimmon puree 
1/3 cup firmly packed brown 
sugar 

1/3 cup sugar 

2 eggs, beaten to blend 
2 1/2 cups flour 

1 tablespoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon nutmeg 
1/2 cup oil 

1/2 cup walnuts, chopped 
1/2 cup golden raisins 

Preheat oven to 325 degrees. 
Butter a loaf pan. Set aside. 
Mix persimmon puree with 
sugars and eggs in a large 
bowl. Combine flour, baking 
powder and spices, blend into 
persimmon mixture alternately 
with oil. Fold in nuts and 
raisins. Bake until tester in the 
center comes out clean, about 
1 hour’. Cool in pan 10 minutes, 
invert onto a rack, cool.

Area hospitals participate in Diabetes Detection Week 


Western Wayne County resi¬ 
dents will be able to take 
advantage of free diabetes 
screening tests and several are 
hospitals next week as a part of 
the annual Diabetes Detection 
Week. 

The Michigan Affiliate of the 
American Diabetes Associa¬ 
tion will sponsor the free test¬ 
ing throughout the state in 
cooperation with more than 180 
hospitals and health facilties. 

It is estimated that there are 


approximately 600,000 people 
in Michigan who have diabetes, 
and 240,000 of these are unaware 
that they have it. The purpose of 
this drive is to identify these 
people and to alert them to the 
need for proper treatment. 

The earlier diabetes is de¬ 
tected, the better. Diabetes 
with its complications is the 
third leading cause of death by 
disease in the U.S. Diabetes 
causes heart disease, kidney 
disease and blindness. 

The testing is limited to those 


over 18 years of age and per¬ 
sons who have not previously 
been diagnosed as diabetic. 

To assure an accurate test, it 
is important to eat high car¬ 
bohydrate meal, one with large 
amounts of starches and 
sugars, two hours before the 
test. A good breakfast to have 
before the test, for example, 
would be fruit or juice, cereal 
with milk and sugar, two slices 
of buttered toast with jam, and 
coffee or tea. 


A person planning to take the 
test after lunch could have a 
bowl of soup, a sandwich, cake 
or pie for dessert, and a glass of 
milk. The meal should be eaten 
within a 15-minute time period 
and nothing else except water 
should be taken before the test. 

The name and address of the 
family physician is needed for 
follow-up. 

People who are over 40, over¬ 
weight, and blood relatives of 
persons with diabetes are par¬ 
ticularly urged to take the test

DEAR INVESTOR, IN MY OPIN¬ 
ION: The Federal Reserve 
Board may now feel that the 
financial markets have suffi¬ 
cient liquidity to allow them to 
slow the growth of the money 
supply. However, the large de¬ 
cline in M-l in the last two re¬ 
porting weeks (over $9 billion), 
which was caused by public 
spending: caught the Fed by 
suprise. 

The Fed would seldom make 
such a bold downward move; a 
move that might disrupt nor¬ 
mal market flows. The market 
must share this view, as in¬ 
terest rates have remained in 
narrow ranges. The market 
will anticipate that the Fed will 
supply liquidity to moderate 
the recent steep decline. 

This anticipation will cause 
bonds and interest sensitive 
prices to rise; interest rates 
will show a slight downward 
bias. Gold and silver will trade 
in narrow ranges untill Fed 
policy becomes clearer.

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Glenn one-away from perfection 

WLAA champs travel to Wayne with playoffs on their minds

Somewthere there is written a 
maxim that “defense wins 
championships.” 

Friday night, before a crowd 
estimated at 5,000 at Kionka 
Field, the Rockets of Westland 
John Glenn proved the old 
maxim true as Coach Chuck 
Gordon's Rockets turned back 
a highly-touted, upset-minded 
Farmington Harrison, 28-7. 

As a result of their eighth 
straight win, the Rockets 
crowned themselves of the 


Western'Lakes Activities Asso¬ 
ciation in their very first year 
of competition. 

“It was a tremendous victory 
for our high school and our 
program/' said Coach Gordon 
who wop his first out-right 
league title as head coach. “It’s 
exciting to win the cham¬ 
pionship in our first year in the 
league and to do it against a 
name team made it more spe¬ 
cial.” 

In addition to the league 
championship, the Rockets 
took a step closer to their first 
appearance in the state Class A 


playoffs. 

But before they begin enter¬ 
taining such thoughts, the 
Rockets must deal with Wayne 
Memorial, their natural rival. 
That showdown is scheduled 
for 7:30 p.m., Friday at 
Wayne’s Elliott Field. 

“Wayne gave Trenton all they 
wanted and Trenton is undefe¬ 
ated. That’s all we need to 
know. They’re (Wayne) a better 
team than their record indi¬ 
cates. We’re going to prepare 
for them hard and give them all 
the respect they deserve. 
We’re going to get ready to play 


a football game.” 

But first things first. Glenn 
entered the game on a roll, hav¬ 
ing scored 68 points in their last 
two games, and were putting 
their pedal to the metal. Farm¬ 
ington Harrison came to Glenn 
for the first time in history, 
hoping to put an end to such 
shenanigans. 

And, for awhile, it looked like 
they might. Brian Smolinski, a 
5-10,155-pound tailback, picked 
up 14 yards on the first two 
plays from scrimmage. A pass 
from quarterback Mike Mack 
(Sr., 5-10, 175) to Rod Sarcevich

Calling it his team’s best 
game of the year. Coach Norb 
Glover and the Romulus 
Eagles posted a stunning 18-6 
victory over visiting Dearborn 
Heights Robichaud. 

“This was the best game we 
have played all year,’’ noted 
Glover. “We played as a unit, 
and I am proud of the way these 
kids played.” 

Robichaud got on the 
scoreboard in the second quar¬ 
ter thanks to a Michael Brown 
TD, but Romulus tied it at 6-all 
in the same frame as Tony Rus¬ 
sell scampered 26-yards with a 
Luther Shannon pass.

netted 32 yards and had Glenn 
reeling. 

But not this Rocket defense. 
Two plays later, Mack attemp¬ 
ted a pass up the middle and 
Rocket defensive back Bill Gri- 
samer stepped in front of it and 
set sail for the end zone, 80- 
yards away. 

Earlier in the year, Grisam- 
er had set a Glenn record for 
longest kickoff return for a 
touchdown, 80-yards against 
Farmington. 

The point-after failed but 
Glenn led, 6-0. 

Again, Harrison moved the 
ball down the field behind the 
running of Smolinski, who pick¬ 
ed up 33 yards on the drive to 
the one-yard line. But the Rock¬ 
ets dug in again and denied the 
Hawks four times, and took 
over the ball on the goalline. 

A two-yard gain by quarter¬ 
back Steve Irwin netted some 
running room, then Boles pick¬ 
ed up five yards to the eight. It 
was here that Gordon inserted 
his “Elephant Man” backfield 
of Rick McCurdy and Doug 
Strehl to block for Boles. 

Boles took the handoff on the 
next play, stepped around left 
end, and raced untouched into 
the end zone. 

The 92-yard run was the 
longest jaunt in school history, 
eclipsing the former mark of 89 
yards held by Mac Domke in 
the late 1960’s. 

“We wanted to get some big¬ 
ger people in there in front of 
Tony,” said Gordon. “This was 
the week we decided to go with 
it.” 

Harrison, trailing now 12-0, 
was looking a little shaken and 
their huge fan turnout sat stun¬ 
ned by the turn of events. 

If their fans were stunned, 
the team was even more so as 
they quickly turned the ball 
over to the Rockets again and, 


on this night, that was a big 
mistake. 

Boles and his backfield part¬ 
ner, Paul Beasley, took turns 
running the ball, then Irwin 
found Grisamer over the mid¬ 
dle for al9-yard gain. Two 
plays later, Irwin tried to con¬ 
nect with Grisamer but the ball 
bounced into the air and into 
the waiting hands of tight-end 
Rick Hassen for a 28-yard gain. 

Two plays later, the Rockets 
were in the end zone again, this 
time on the Irwin aerial to 
junior receiver Mike Hammon- 
tree down the right sidelines. 
Boles’ 2-point conversion run 
was good and the Rockets had a 
20-0 lead and sent the media 
typewriters clicking away. 

“The big lead helped but no 
one on our sidelines felt com¬ 
fortable because of Smolins¬ 
ki,” Gordon said , “and the fact 
that Harrison is a traditional 
power and won’t lay down and 
quit.” 

But Harrison has been 
around long enough to know 
that a 20-0 lead in not insur¬ 
mountable. An interception by 
the Hawks’ Sean Norton on the 
first play of the second half got 
Harrison going. It was Smo¬ 
linski who go the Hawks to pay 
dirt, picking up 32 yards. 

“He’s one of the premier 
athletes in the state,” said Gor¬ 
don of the talented senior tail¬ 
back. “He does a number of 
things very well. He’s the guy 
who we were concerned with 
all week in our preparations.”

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don's dogs

A dog digs in the backyard, 
because he is left outside for too 
long a period of time without 
supervision. 

Those of you who have been 
following my columns remem¬ 
ber my disapproval of any dog 
being left in the yard for any 
length of time without his own¬ 
er. Along with other problems, 
far more detrimental to the 
dog, is the problem of digging. 
Not all of us want an in-ground 
pool. Yet our pet is capable of 
digging that much when left 
alone. He has to do something 
to pass the time of day. If he’s 
not barking, he’s digging. 

Obviously an immediate re¬ 
medy for a hole-digging dog is 
to keep the dog indoors. For 
those of you who are unwilling 
to do that, there are some tem¬ 
porary - and I emphasize tem¬ 
porary - measures to try to 
break the dog’s digging 
routine. 


First, purchase some 
medium-sized balloons. (You 
will use enough balloons to 
place one in each crater the dog 
has dug.) Fill the balloons with 
a mixture of one part ammonia 
to three parts water. Rub the 
top of the balloon with moist 
dog food or cream cheese and 
bury the balloon. When the dog 
smells the food rubbed on the 
balloon he will begin digging at 
it, bursting the balloon in the 
process. When the balloon 
breaks, the dog will inhale the 
ammonia fumes. The last thing 
he’ll want to do is dig there 
again. (Consult your veterina¬ 
rian on the correct ammonia/ 
water ratio for your size dog 
and the proper treatment 
should the mixture splash in 
the dog’s eyes.) Many people 
believe that tying the dog, face 
down into the hole will cure the 
dog of digging again. In my 
opinion, this is inhumane, cruel 
treatment and accomplishes 
nothing! 

Another method is the purch- 
ase of a “D.aisy” Brand, 
spring-action bee-bee rifle. 
Now this alternative sounds 
worse than it really is, but the 
instructions for its use must be 
as follows: 

Remove the spring and 
stretch it. Take a piece of card-

board and practice shooting at 
it at approximately the same 
distance you dog would be from 
your house window. If the pel¬ 
lets puncture the cardboard the 
spring-action is TOO 
STRONG! Remove the spring 
and stretch it enough so when 
you shoot at the cardboard the 
pellets bounce off. 

The object of this aid is to sur¬ 
prise the dog while he is in the 
process of digging by “shoot¬ 
ing” the dog in the hind quar¬ 
ters, startling him. The dog 
should not see you aiming the 
gun at him. What you want him 
to do is associate his digging 
holes with a stinging sensation 
at his rear (caused by you). The 
entire exercise will become un¬ 
pleasant to him and, hopefully, 
will break the dog of his digging 
problem. 

Again, the only permanent 
solution is to keep the dog in the 
house, give him 5-10 minutes 
outside to relieve himself and 
call him inside. 

Use the dog’s time outside in 
a constructive way by playing 
fetch or working obedience.

Wayne County Executive 
William Lucas has announced 
that a $1.5 million federal grant 
has been awarded to Wayne 
County.

The funds will be used to aug¬ 
ment existing funds and provide 
job opportunities for approx¬ 
imately 1,000 persons in the 
county over the next 18 months. 

The U.S. Department of 
Labor grant will be used for In¬ 
dustry-Based Training (IBT), 
an innovative employment¬ 
generating program developed 
and administrative by the Pri¬ 
vate Industry Corporation of 
Wayne County. 

“The grant represents a 
strong endorsments of our IBT 
concept that combines the ex¬
